Third, That the attack on Bagdad, Mexico,
was innugurated and carcied oul by one R, Clay
Crawiord, representing himsell to be a Major-

cons!sting of one Reed, of the Liberal army ot
Mexico, and representivg himsell also to pea
Lieutennnt-Colonel of the 40th United Stutes
Colored Troops: one Senrs, alins Major Bears;
one Lambertson, one Snaw, oue McDonald,
find other adventarers who were in-
duced by hope of reward to follow
th men in this enterprise, That several
soldiers of United States troops, whose names the
Commiasiun have been unable fo learn, induced
by the purtice above named, did, in violation of
ordere, proceed o Bagdud aud participate in the
capture of the place: that these men were at
the time in the pay and under the contol of
Reed, Bears, and 28 above mentioned; that
these soldiers were absent without the kpow-
ledwe or consent of wiiy oflicer of the United
States, and that every ineans in the power of
those in autbority were used w prevent the
soldiers from engaging iv the afair,

Fourth, That every precaution within the
power of the Government wias used to prevent
the carrying mmJ or destruction ol property
captured ui Bagdad; that all goods, wares, or
merchandise were imme:l:lultv'.:l%le sized by the
Custom House officer, with the help of the mili-
tary autborities; that all property illegally
brought to this side by any person was placed
under guard and held tor proper claimants,

Fifth, That the officers of the United States
Governmeni did mot only discountenance and

disapprove of any employment of troops for the |

purpote of making an aituck on DBagdad, but
that they uncompromisicgly refused to give any
aid or enconragement to the matter; nor have
the Commission been able to | cate any
o}%t'ier of the United Biates Gove nt in the
affalr,

Bixth. That the revenue officer showed the
greatest diligence in his endeavors Lo pretect the
revenue, and preserve, by the assistance of the
military authorities, the strictest neutrality.

Seventh. That the presence of United States

ps in Bagdad aiter the capture by these un-
suthorized parties alone prevented promiscnons
‘)illaging. and that these troops aleme main-
ained proper order and discipline, affording
every security to person and property,

Eighth, That upon the urgent request of Lhe
trulper suthorities of the republic of Mexico,

Infted Biates troops were sent to Bagdad to re.
store tramquillity, preserve order, and prevent
outrages, and that the United States Government
was in no other manner concerned in affuirs at
that place,

Signed by the members of the Commission.

COLORED SOLDIERSE KILLED,

The évidence shows thal two enlisted men ol
the 118th United Btates Oolored troops were
killed. It also shows that Reed, styling himsell
Colonel of the Liberal Army and ex-Licutenaut-
Colonel of the 40th United States Colored Troops,
had principal charge of the affair, under diree-
tion of Crawford., He commanded the party
who repelled the atlpm%ted landing from the
French ficet the second day after the oaplure.
The guns were served at the time by Sears, men-
tioned tn the findime, who was formerly a major
in the 84 New York Artillery. Prior to the cap-
ture he was keeping a sutler’s store in Clarksville.

THE LEADERS ARRESTED.

The partics implicated by the investigation
are pow in the guard-boure here, and will be
tried op such charges as the military or civil
suthorities here can take cognizance of.

Lisutenant-Colonel Frank L. White, the
2d Colored Cavalry, and Lieuteuant-Cdlonel
Davig, of the 115th United States Colored Troops,
whose regiments are about to be mustered out,
have received orders to remain here to glve in
their testimony on tral.
